Silver, In Slashing N.Y. Speech, 
Announces Return To Active Role

ORK—Slamming out at his foes and at foes of Zionism 

ja a powerful speech, Dr. Abba Hillel Silver this week announced 
to return to active participation in Zionist work. 

The speech, made at a testimonial dinner marking the second 


anniversary of the United Nations 
the end of the famous episode of 
indecision and what Silver called 
“ppeasement” in Zionist ranks. 

The affair, staged by the Man- 
pattan region of the ZOA, actu- 
aly provided Silver with a chance 
to say that his “absence in the 
st few months” was not “to be 
faterpreted other than but a 
fired man wanted a few months 
of rest.” 

Kt was Silver’s first appear- 
ance in New York since he 
dropped all formal offices in 
US. Zionism by rapid resigna- 
fions as chairman of the Amer- 
lean Zionist Emergency Coun- 
d@j and as 2 member of the 
American section of the Jew- 
igh Agency. 

The resignations followed a4 
defeat for Silver and the then 
president of the ZOA, Emanuel 
Neuman, in a raging fight last 
january over control of the Uni- 
fed Palestine Appeal. 

The Big Fight 

Silver and Neuman fought to 
jeep Henry Montor from being 
gamed director of the 1949 Uni- 
ti Jewish Appeal drive, using as 
gilever the ZOA’s control of the 
United Palestine Appeal, the larg- 
@t constituent agency of the 
WA. 


“The fight ended when the Jew- 
fh Agency executive came to 
New York for an extraordinary 
plenary session that stripped the 
QA of its control over the UPA 
ind installed Montor as director 
of the 1949 drive. That had been 
acondition set by Henry Morgen- 
tha’, Jr., for his accepting the 
general chairmanship again.

Turning next to chalutziut, Sil- 
ver castigated those who looked 
on Zionism as purely philanthropy 
or only as providing a place for 
those who need to go to Israel. 
He took the classical position on 
chaluziut and _ described those 
US. Jews who’go to Israel to 
build a new nation as in the “best 
tradition” of democracy. 

Something For Daniel 

He obliquely took note of ZOA 
president Daniel Frisch‘s recent 
pronouncement on chalutziut as 
“assurance” to those Jews whose 
“chief concern is that Zionism 
does not embarrass them by talk- 
ing of American Jews going to 
Isarel.” 


Frisch, under pressure of the 
American Jewish Committee, is- 
sued a_ statement in October 
which seemed to disavow ZOA 
backing for a mass chalutziut 
program. 


A recent speech by Israel Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion, is- 
suing a call to U.S. Jewish youth, 
subsequently repudiated by Ben- 
Gurion, was described by Silver 
as “anfortunate.” 


Commenting that the speech 
had been seized upon by scared 
Jews, he urged Israeli leaders 
to “first consult with their friends 
in the U.S.” before making such 
statements. 


“Surely among five’ million 
Jews of the United States there 
are those who feel a challenge 
and wish to contribute their skills 
to the new state,” Silver said. 
“What is un-American about all 
this?” is 


Ne Mass Departure 
The famous Zionist leader said 
he did not foresee a mass emi- 
gration from the United States 
to Israel, 


Without mentioning Montor or 
Morgenthau by name, Silver flay- 
ed them as the “two miracle 
men.” 


He took issue with figures re- 
leased by the United Jewish Ap- 
peal and said that less than $109, 
000,000 has been raised in this 
year’s drive. The official UJA 
figure is that more than $100, 
000,000 is in so far and that about 
$120,000,000 will finally be col- 
lected. 


“It is clear now that these mir- 
acle men did not produce the 
goods, though they did produce 
a hatful of excuses,” Silver 
charged, 


Silver touched on the current 
controversy of domestic versus 
overseas needs, 


He said both were legitimate 
and that enough money to pro- 
vide funds for both could be 
raised if the campaign was prop- 
erly conducted- and _ stimulated. 
He took credit for the first $100. 
00,000 drive in 1946 and declared 
that the sum raised in that year 
was larger than the amount 
raised this year. 


UJA Meet OKs Three-Point Stand 
To Assure Priority For Overseas 


(Other Conference Stories Inside)

ATLANTIC CITY—(NJP)—A militant United Jewish Appeal annual conference here last weeks 
end found a solution for the problem of a goal for the 1950 UJA drive and went on to pass reso 
lutions nailing down its position on issues developing in recent months at the local level on fund- 


raising. 


The conference voted to drop a specific goal entirely and instead approved a statement of needs

of the three agencies—the Uni- 
ted Palestine Appeal, the Joint 
Distribution Committee and Uni- 
ted Service for New Americans 
—making up the UJA. 

The amount was set at $272,455, 
800. The quota in 1948 and 1949 
was $250,000,000. Some $150,000, 
000 was raised in 1948 and 1949 
collections are expected to total 
around $120,000,000. 

This departure from precedent 
met with little dissent from a 
group of delegates who came to 
the conference disturbed about 
the problem of a quota, which 
they felt has had little force dur- 
ing the past two years because 
it was not reached in either year. 

In addition the conference took 
the following action: 

One. It urged U.S. Jewish com- 
munities to employ pre-campaign 
budgeting, so that contributors 
and Jewish organizations both 
would know in advance what 
share of the money raised would 
be allocated to what causes. 

Two, It urged communities to 
defer capital fund-raising drives 
in 1950. 

Three. It asked that capital 
fund drives be conducted separ- 
ately from drives in which the 
UJA participates in 1950, in cases 
where capital fund drives could 
not be postponed. 

What It’s About 

Capital fund drives refer to 
fund raising for local Jewish 
community institutional needs. 

The _ import- 
ant decisions 
were made at 
the meeting of 
the resolutions 
committee which 
met all day Sat 
urday. The pro- 
ceedings were 
off the record 
although the 
press was allow- ROTHENBERG 
ed to attend the sessions in the 
role of observer. 

At Sunday morning sessions, 
the resolutions passed the day 
before were presented to the con- 
vention at large. 

Although some _ debate took 
place, virtually unanimous opin- 
ion conceded the wisdom of not 
setting a specific quota for 1950. 
Major floor debate occured on 
the pre-campaign budgeting reso- 
lution, which declared that local 
drives “shall be preceded by a 
mutually satisfactory” agreement 
between the UJA and the com- 
munities on the distribution of 
funds to be raised in 1950. 

William N. Gurtman, of Pas- 
saic, N.J., charged that the re- 
solution was a weapon to bring 
certain communities in line, He 
urged that the UJA_ proceed 
“without any effort to exercise 
police power over our communi- 
ties.” 

Judge Morris Rothenberg, ses- 
sion chairman, interrupted to say 
that Gurtman’s statement was 
‘not fair or accurate.” Rothen-

Appeal, explaining the feeling at 
Saturday’s session of the resolu- 
tions committee that communities 
were conducting drives under the 
aegis of the UJA, but diverting 
those funds to local causes. 


How About It? 
Pointing to the phrase “mutu- 
ally satisfactory” in the resolu- 
tion, Rothenberg said “I can tell 
you of many cities which deduc- 
ted unconscionable amounts’’for 
other purposes than the UJA. 


Joseph Shulman of Paterson, 
N.J. and a long list of speakers 
argued that since funds were 
being raised under the banner of 
the UJA, the greater portion of 
the funds should go to the UJA. 

Shulman said that the dele- 
gates had been sent to act for 

the UJA and that the UJA had 
the right, before it went into 
any campaign, to know exactly 
where it stood. 

Harry Rothberg of Los Angeles 
said that pre-campaign budget- 
ing was the only ethical way 
and that from the standpoint of 
the contributors, they had a 
right to know where their money 
was going. 

Benson Hits Cities 

Judge Maurice Benson of Cleve- 

land took the strongest stand and 


& 
Spoke of the difficulty the UJA 
was meeting in cities which he 
said were immorally and illegally 
taking all of the shortages of 
their drives out of allocations to 
the UJA, 

He declared that the communi- 
ties had no right to build local 
institutions off the back of suf- 
ferers in Europe and Israel. 

A surprising stand was taken 
by Herbert Abeles of Newark, a 
regional officer of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, which represents the U.S. 
Jewish community’s 265 local 
funds. The CJFWF has been dis- 
puting the right of the UJA to 
set any conditions for local com- 
munities. (NJP, July 1). 

Abeles said that from the view- 
point of the UJA and the com- 
munities, the resolution was a 
“fair thing.” (Details inside), 

On the resolution on capital 
fund drives, there was no discus« 
sion and it passed overwhelming- 
ly. However, Milton Kahn of Bos- 
ton, who was chairman of the 
resolutions committee and who 
reported the resolutions to the 
Sunday session said that almost 
an hour and a half was spent 
Saturday in debate on the resa- 
lution, 


Split In UJA Over USNA Demands

ATLANTIC CITY—(NJP)—A disagreement exists between the 
constituent agencies of the United Jewish Appeal over the allocation 
for 1950 to the United Service for New Americans which carries a 
threat of a breakup of the joint campaign for 1950, The Post learned 


last Friday. 

Tne USNA is one of the three 
constituent agencies of the United 
Jewish Appeal. The other two 
are the United Palestine Appeal 
and the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, 

The various positions in the 
controversy were presented in 
detail to the delegates at the 
Saturday afternoon session of 
the resolutions committee at 
the annual national conference 
of the UJA here. 

The session was held on an off- 
the-record basis as far as the 
press was concerned, altnough 
some 750 persons were present 


and will report to their commus 
nities on the dispute this week. 
Details of the dispute consequent. 
ly were withheld. 

When Learned It 

The Post learned of tne dispute 
before the Saturday session. It 
was learned Friday that the 
USNA was asking for an addi- 
tional $5,000,000 for 1950 over 
1949.

KOESTLER EVEN IGNORANT ON THINGS !voys With Israel |

I know, for instance, that in my native town of Retchitza, on 
the Dnieper, with a total population of 15,000, we always had a cow 
in our barn, sometimes two cows, and we never had to buy milk. 
The poorer Jews in our town kept their own goats for milk. We 
had a vegetable garden and grew our own radishes, scallions, cu- 


cumbers and many other vegetables.

But if I were to rely on Koestler for my information, I would 
get the impression that “to his forbears in the ghetto,” that is, to 
the fathers and mothers of the chalutzim who came from Rechitza 
and smaller towns, “a cow was a wild animal, and a tomato a com- 
modity arriving by some miracle in the grocer’s shop.” 

Sure! I often used to chase our cow to the pasture and I 
used to pluck tomatoes from the garden... 

Not everybody had the good fortune of being born in Retchitza, 
but anybody who reads could gather that information from books 


on Jewish life in Eastern Europe. 


Koestler, however, does not have to learn to pontificate.

NOT ONLY THAT, but he is 
tontemptuous of David Ben-Gur- 
ion, the Prime Minister, who, in 
a discussion with him, told him 
he did not know much about 
Jews and Judaism. 

“Ben-Gurion repeated patern- 
ally that I knew nothing of Jew- 
ish tradition.” (page 278). Pa- 
ternally! 

Assimilated snobs who come 
slumming to the Jews, whether 
glib and gifted like Koestler, or 
not so glib and not so gifted like 
the boys in Commentary, are not 
expected to know much about 
Jewish tradition. But they ought 
to have a more mature under- 
standing of British policy than 
Koestler has shown in his book. 
After all, British history is part 


of Western civilization. And Ar- 
thur Koestler, you know, is a 
Westerner, he says—a Westerner 
straight from Budapest and the 
Kremlin! 

“Israel, then, is a freak of his- 
tory,” Koestler begins his book. 
(page 3). 

“In this document (the Balfour 
Declaration) one nation solemnly 
promised to a second nation the 
country of a third.” (page 5). 

And, Koestler goes on to say, 
that the whole motive behind 
the Balfour Declaration was the 
British romanticism of the Bible 
and of Biblical prophecy. 

All that sounds plausible, if 
you forget certain well known 
facts about British colonial his- 
tory and practice. When you do

the Balfour Declaration is the 
fact that it was made an official 
document. and given official re- 
cognition. Otherwise, it is not un- 
usual for the British Government 
to permit an immigration of one 
ethnic group into a land under 
its control inhabited by another. 


MALAYA AND Burma today 
have a mixed population as a 
result of British policy. The 
Chinese in Malaya today are 
playing a more important role 
in the unrest which has gripped 
the Archipelago than do the Ma- 
layans. Presumably, when the 
British opened Malaya up_ to 
Chinese immigration, they expec- 
ted the Chinese would be no trou- 
ble. They did not open up the 
country to Japanese immigrants, 
who had an empire behind them. 
But they were mistaken. Today 
the Japs are comparatively harm- 
less and the Chinese in Malaya 
are staging a Communist rebel- 
lion. 


Some 35 years ago, the Brit- 
ish Government toyed with the 
idea of allowing the surplus 
population of India to settle in 
what is today Iraq. Later the 
British changed their mind and 
decided to encourage Arab na- 
tionalization in Iraq, which they 
think they can control much 
better. Some time before that, 
a British Government actually 
offered the Zionists Uganda in 
Eastern Africa for Jewish co- 
lonization. 

There were British statesmen 
of 100 years ago and more—be- 
fore the Zionist movement—who 
advocated Jewish colonization in 
Palestine and nearby countries 
not only because of the Bible but 
also because they thought it 
would serve Britain’s interests. 
Lord Shattersbury, in his memor- 
andum to the Prime Minister of 
the time, Lord Palmerston, used 
as one of the arguments that 
the Jews would be no trouble, 
that they would accept any re- 
gime as long as it left them in 
peace to pursue their economic 
occupations. If you read Chaim 
Weizmann’s autobiography care- 
fully enough, you will notice that 
he too made the British expect— 
and himself expected—that the 
Jews would accept a British pro- 
tectorate. 


Not every British official agreed 
with the thesis that it would be 
in the interest of Great Britain 
to permit the Jews to immigrate 
into Palestine or that they would 
not assert themselves. The more 
the Jews made a success of the 
venture, the more the anti-Zion- 
ists prevailed in British councils. 


Malcolm MacDonald, who pub- 
lished the 1939 White Paper, lim- 
iting the further growth of the 
too-successful Jewish Homeland, 
now has to fight Chinese rebel- 
lion in Malaya. He probably wish- 
es somebody had stopped Chinese 
immigration to Malaya before the 
Chinese got to be more than 10 
per cent of the population. 


As it turned out, the MacDon- 
ald White Paper on Palestine in 
itself came too late. Maybe, if 
Malcolm’s father, Ramsey Mac- 
Donald, had not revoked the Pass- 
field White Paper in 1930, the

O LONGER will their mother have a blank expression when 
my sons ask for information about their Hebrew lesson. Mrs. 
Cohen has gone back to cheder. 

Only this time with a determination to learn the complete He- 
brew alphabet as well as the meaning of the words so often chanted 
jn the prayer book. In all the years of study as a 
ehild, I recall practically no translation, and in 
writing, the class never seemed to go beyond the ; 
“yod.” But then there is a difference in attitude 
when teaching and learning a “dead” and a living 
language. 

But to return to the adult Hebrew _ classes, 
which started over a month ago, more than three- 
fourts of the determined scholars—who are willing 
to give one evening a week plus homework to the 
task—-are women, and busy mothers at that. You 
ean draw whatever conclusion you want, but don’t Say it is be- 
eause the men already know the language. : ® 

Teacher for the beginners is our newly- appointed Jewish Edu- 
cational Association director, Aaron Intrater, who hails from Bos- 
ton. Commiserating with students on the difficulty of grasping the 
22 letters in the alphabet, Mr. Intrater said he could be sympathetic 
since he only lately took up Arabic, which has 48 letters and 16 
vowels. No wonder the Arabs have such a high illiteracy rate. 

During class I learned the original meaning of two words in the 
English language which come from Hebrew. I have sometimes 
wondered about them, so perhaps you have also. 

The word “Amen” at the end of prayers comes from a com- 
bination of the Hebrew (Al melech neman) meaning “God is the 
righteous King.” 

“Halleluyah” comes directly from the Hebrew without change 
(hallelu yah) meaning “Praise the Lord.” 

There are no doubt many others. Just send in your request 
and this Hebrew scholar will delve into the subject for you.

ERE’S how to prepare roast beef, using the even temperature 
method. 


ROAST BEEF 

Use a.rib roast, either standing or rolled. A standing rib roast is 
one in which the bones have been left,a rolled rib roast is one in 
which the bones have been removed and the meat rolled up and 
tied around with string. The smaller the roast, the more it will 
shrink during cooking for best results, therefore, use a roast which 
weighs at least 5 pounds and is at least 4 inches thick. 

The roasting pan should not be covered. Many housewives do 
not realize it, but meat which is cooked in a covered pan is not 
roasted but steamed or pot-roasted, for everni though no water is 
added, the moisture in the meat itself provides sufficient steam to 
cook it. 


Even-Temperature Method 

Sprinkle the meat with salt, using about % teaspoon for each pound 
of meat. Sprinkle with pepper, or rub with an onion or clove of gar- 
lic cut in two. Preferably, sprinkle with flour. Place the meat in 
the roasting pan fat side up, and if a rolled roast slip a rack or 
trivet under it to keep the bottom from over-cooking. Pre-heat the 
oven to 325 or 350 degrees, and let the meat cook at this tempera- 
ture until done. Do not cover the roasting pan. Do not add any 
water. Basting will not be necessary unless the meat is very lean. 
If the oven is heated to higher than 350 degrees, the meat wil 
cook more quickly, but will not cook as evenly and will shrink more. 
No definite time can be given for roasting, because this depends not 
only on the shape and size of the meat and the preporiion of bone 
it includes, but also on the type of animal from which the meat 
was cut. The following figures are for a standing rib roast cooked 
at an even temperature of 325 degrees and sliced immediately upon 
being removed from the oven. Allow 10 minutes longer per pound 
for a rolled rib roast. If the roast is not sliced immediately, its 
internal temperature will continue to rise and it will continue 
to cook for from 15 to 45 minutes after it has been removed from 
the oven, depending on its weight and thickness, in which case, 
a few minutes less will be required per pound for cooking im the 
oven.

The advantage of this method over the Searing method is that it 
requires less fuel, and the meat will be more evenly cooked through- 
out. It also will not shrink quite so much. The disadvantage of 
this method is that the meat will not be quite so nicely browned; 
but this disadvantage can be easily overcome by increasing the heat 
to searing temperature (500 degrees) during the last 20 to 30 min- 
— of roasting.

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THE UJA TAKES A FORTHRIGHT STAND 


- ienw was one conclusion evident to care- 
ful observers at the annual conference 
of the United Jewish Appeal last week end in 
Atlaritic City and that was that for the first 
time the United Jewish Appeal knows definitely 
what it wants from the American Jewish com- 
munity, and has matured to the point where 
it is making its demands forthrightly. It al- 
so was evident that the UJA will make a stand 
to defend its position. 

In past years there have been too many in- 
nuendoes and threatening overtones. This 
year, the position has been put down on paper 
and articulated for all to hear and know. 

The UJA wants pre-campaign budgeting. This 
means that a contributor who gives a dollar 
to his local drive will know that 60 cents or 75 
cents or 90 cents of that dollar will go to the 


United Jewish Appeal. 


The UJA wants capital fund drives deferred 
and where that is impossible, it wants such 
drives conducted separately from the drive in 
which the UJA is a constituent. This too re- 
ceived overwhelming support at Atlantic City. 
Whether or not the communities will honor 
these requests is not the point of this editorial. 
At least the position of the UJA is clear and 
there is little possibiliity of misunderstanding 
on the part of the communities. 


In the last analysis, the decision will be made 
by the U. S. Jewish community, but it is most 
helpful to wise action to have a complete under- 
standing of all points of view in advance of the 
start of so huge an undertaking as a UJA

THE HOPEFUL ATTITUDE OF THE UJA DELEGATES 


E mood and outlook of the delegates to 
the annual conference of the United Jew- 
ish Appeal last week end in Atlantic City was 
definitely one of hopefulness. There was little 
or no feeling that the 1950 campaign will not 
raise large sums of money, and the prevailing 
view was that there was no reason to believe 
that the 1950 drive would not raise more than 
the 1949 drive. 
In view of the drop this year from 1948's 
peak figure of $150,000,000, it could have been 


expected that the delegates would look with 
anxiety and concern at the approaching drive. 
But such was not the case. 

In fact, the mood of the 1949 conference, 
when the specter of an economic depression 
was a real and pressing factor, was nothing 
short of pessimistic. This year there was no 
pessimism. There was more of a feeling that 
there was a job to be done, so why get moody 
about it? If anything, the mood was one of 
optimism. 


RABBI GOLDMAN AND THE ORTHODOX RABBIS 


1E letter from the Orthodox Rabbis of 

Chicago in last week’s Post attacking 
Rabbi Solomon Goldman was an action in the 
same category as that of the Orthodox rabbis 
in New York who participated in the book burn- 
ing of Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan’s Reconstruction- 
ist prayer book. 

The deep concern of the Orthodox rabbis is 
understandable. And their need for some form 
of public stand in opposition also is understand- 
able. But the vituperation was wholly uncalled 
for and will result—as did the book-burning 
incident—in public revulsion. 

Rabbi Goldman is not an untried rabbi with 


no background of deep scholarship, not to men- 
tion distinguished service to his people and to 
his religion. 

Maimonides, it will be remembered, was ex- 
coriated by the Orthodox, who failed to under- 
stand the contribution he was making. 


It is difficult to separate religious insight and 
progress from mere change for the sake of con- 
venience. The Orthodox Rabbis decided the lat- 
ter was involved in Rabbi Goldman’s proposals 
for law changes. The Jewish community will 
not believe that the action of the Chicago rab- 


bis was anything but precipitate and hasty.

AN INSTITUTE FOR THE U. 


HE success of the Overseas Insitute of tne 

Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds (CJFWF) indicates that such an 
agency for service in the United States—just as 
the Overseas Institute operates in Israel and 
Europe—might be indicated. 

The Overseas Institute ‘as been acclaimed 
by almost all parties to fund raising for over- 
seas needs. This Institute-—-headed by Harold 
Glasser— studies the needs overseas, investi- 
gates to learn how agencies are meeting the 
needs and makes recommendations to avoid 
waste and duplication and unnecessary com- 
petition. 

If such an agency could possibly be accepted 
on the U. S. scene, tien it might look into the 
competition in the civic defense field, where 
four agencies are now competing for favor

in the U. S. Jewish community. It might look 
into the operations of some of our other na- 
tional organizations and make its report; and 
it mig'at have something to say about the 
millions being spent for promotion and fund 
raising by the national agencies. 


But the chances of getting approval for a 
domestic institute of this kind are slim indeed. 
National agencies guard their interests too 
fiercely for anything of this kind, at least at 
the moment. Tae CJFWF is set up and has 
a mandate to provide the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity with just such information, but so far 
it has been a contest between the national 
agencies and the CJFWF to see ‘1ow little they 
can get by with on the one hand and much 
can be forced from them on the other.

The desire to extend 
that power to the over-all life of American 
Israel is so real that every Jewish organization 
on the American scene feels threatened by that 
power.

ANOTHER CLIPPING I’ve 
been saving for a few weeks has 
been from the paper of my good 
friend, Fred Schochet, the Jewish 
FLORIDAN. It’s a letter from 
Rabbi Jacob H. Kaplan, the senior 
Reform rabbi of Miami, in which 
he challenges his Reform Jews to 
“close their businesses on Satur- 
day.” 

I don’t know what to say 
about Rabbi Kaplan’s challenge 
any more than about the Israeli 
noodles, and I’m not trying to 
be facetious by comparing Jews 
to noodles either. 


But the call by Rabbi Kaplan 
recalls my rather regular attend- 
ance at Reform services Saturday 
morning, where more frequently 
than not, I’m permitted to assist 
in taking the Torah from the ark, 
despite the fact that I’m not even 
a member of the Congregation. 
The answer is that other than 
myself and the rabbi, there is us- 
ually only one other male in at- 
tendance. 

I tell you this story because of 
the pity of it. Here is a large con- 
gregation and out of the 400 mem- 
ber families, only one_ thinks 
enough of the services to attend 
on Sabbath morning. The Temple 
is within walking distance of 
downtown and any of the wealthy 
storekeeper members of the con- 
gregation could easily take off for 
the 45 minutes required for the 
service and give his soul some 
much-needed nourishment. 

But where are the members of 
the board? And where is the pres- 
ident and the other officers, that 
they let the rabbi deliver a ser- 
mon and conduct an entire service 
with only six or seven persons 
present, counting the few women 
who drop in? 

Is it a disgrace? In truth, it’s 





far past that stage, because ng 
one today feels any shame about 
such a condition. 

Well, Rabbi Kaplan, would yoy 
expect such Reform Jews to close 
their stores on the Sabbath?

HOLDS POST SELF-DEFEATING 
IN ACCEPTING COUNCIL COLUMN 


@ Editor National Jewish Post: 

For quite some time I have re- 
spected and admired the National 
Jewish Post, and you actually had 
me accepting the idea that you 
were being truly objective, demo- 
cratic, etc... when you kept U SS. 
Jewry informed of the activities 
of the American Council for 
(against is a better word) Juda- 
ism. 

But now you have, by your own 
words, placed yourself in an am- 
biguous position. I have before 
me an editorial which appeared 
on the front page of the Septem- 
ber 2, 1949, issue of your paper. 
You were emphatic, explicit and 
did not mince words, and I quote: 
“If the Council does not desist 
from accusing Jews—in the pub- 
lic press—of possible disloyalty to 
the United States then it should 
be barred from all avenues of 
Jewish Public communication.” 
(Emphasis mine) .. . “the Coun- 
cil has become so bitter that it 
blindly seeks destruction not 
alone of itself but of the Jewish 
community of the U.S. as a 
whole.” , 

These, I admit are but two iso- 
lated quotes. Actually, the whole 
editorial should be quoted. But, 
since the Post knows what it 
wrote, I can leave the rest alone. 

The Post took a stand. And now 
it is repudiating that stand, not 
only by publishing a ridiculous 
column by a Council member but 
also, as I gather from your latest 
column, it will publish the Coun- 
cil’s degrading ads. 

I agree with the Post that de- 
mocracy is a wonderful ideal and 
that its principles should be up- 
held. But I have ideals too. And 
my ideals tell me that now, by 
publishing the products of such 


warped and twisted personalities 
which exist in the Council, the 
Post is working to defeat its own 
goals. I hope that the ideals of 
the Post and of the editor include 
the continued existence in this 
country of a mentally healthy, 
vigorous and active Jewish com- 
munity. To me that is what you 
seemed to represent. But now I 
can only see that you are defeat- 
ing your own purposes. I can 
think of nothing else when you 
indicate so clearly that the pur- 
pose of these few frustrated Jews 
is self-annihilation, and yet you 
turn around to aid and abet them 
by giving them even more space 
than you gave them previously. 


If a man tries to commit sui- 
cide, we try to stop him. The 
State of Israel has brought new 
life and new hope to Jews 
throughout the world. Many of 
them did not realize that they 
had been “reborn” also. So, please 
—for the sake of many of your 
readers, don’t help this man com- 
mit suicide but rather show him 
what things there are in life that 
make it worth living. 


My subscription comes up for 
renewal shortly. How can I who 
have attempted in a small person- 
al way to aid my people and to 
help preserve their institutions 
rightly see fit to renew my sub- 
scription to the Post which, it 
now seems, is falling (through a 
fallacious conception of free 
press) into a position which helps 
those who would destroy them- 
selves and all that Jews through- 
out the ages have struggled to 
preserve?

Fraternity Council Approves Plea 
Urging Chapters To End Bias Bars 


WASHINGTON—After a sharp parliamentary fight, 


the Na- 


tional Interfraternity Conference voted a recommendation this 
week that college fraternities drop barriers to membership based 


on race, religion or nationality. 


The vote took place at the 41st annual maaeting of the group 


and came a few hours after the 
group’s executive committee had 
yoted against taking up the siz- 
zling issue. 
19 Frats Abstain 

The vote was 36 to three and 
19 of the 58 member fraternities 
did not vote. 


The action represented a vic- 

tory for a group of undergrad- 
uates who have no vote in the 
conference which is comprised 
of graduate fraternity officers. 
But student  interfraternity 
council leaders from New Eng- 
land and Big Ten colleges worked 
furiously on the graduate dele- 
gates. They managed to revive 
the issue after it had been re- 
moved from the program. 


The approved recommendation 
noted that many fraternities have 
never had restrictive clauses and 
that the issue of membership is 
one for each chapter to decide. 
But it urged fraternities with re- 
Strictive clauses to “consider this 
question in the light of prevail- 
ing conditions and take such steps 
as they may elect to eliminate 
such selectivity provisions.” 


Jewish-Backed Proposal 
The ‘approved resolution re- 
presented a modification of one 
introduced by Alexander Good- 
man of Baltimore, executive sec- 
retary of Phi Alpha fraternity, a 
Jewish house. ‘ 


Goodman's resolution urged 
that the conference recommend 
that all fraternities “repeal and 
abolish” any by-law or constitu- 
tional provisions which bars any 
Student because of his race, re- 
ligion, color or creed. 





Fight To Keep Iraqui 
Jewish Student In U.S. 


NEW YORK — The American 
Jewisn Congress pressed its fight 
this week to permit an Iraqui 
Jewish student to remain in the 
United States under the Dis- 
placed Persons Act. 


The student, whose name was 
withheld for fear of retaliation 
against ‘nis family in Bagdad, v-as 
represented by the Congress at a 
hearing before the Central Office 
of the Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service in Washington. 


The DP law permits a DP to 
remain “who cannot return . 
because of persecution or fear of 
persecution on account of race, 
religion or political opinions.”

They said that no writers in 
English had been dismissed 
and that the Yiddish writers 
were doing a larger share of 
the work. 

Officials of the union said they 
had sought for a month to settle 
the issue amicably but that they 
were treated with contempt by 
the UJA.

United Nations Hails 
Memory of David Lubin 

It is heart-warming to M. 
Frank, the JOURNAL’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, to note 
that the United Nations is cur- 
rently doing homage to the mem- 
ory of David Lubin on the occa- 
sion of the 100th anniversary of 
his birth. Who was David Lubin?

Rabbi Has Pert Answer 
To Stock Question For Visitors 

The most common question 
asked by American reporters of 
“How do you 
like America?” When the DAY’s 
N. Gordon asked this of Rabbi 
Mordecai Sholom Yosef Fried- 
man, the famed “Sadigorrer 
Rebbe,” who is in the U.S. on a 
short visit from Tel Aviv, he got 
an echt rabbinical reply.

In the Bible our 
father Abraham asks the Lord, 
‘Whereby shall I know that I 
shall inherit the land?’ meaning 
Palestine (Genesis 15.8), and the 
Lord’s answer seems to be (Gene- 
sis 15.13), ‘The children shall be 
strangers in a land that is not 
theirs.’ 

This seems an odd answer. 
What sort of assurance of the 
ultimate possession of Palestine 
is an answer to the effect that 
Abraham’s descendants shall be 
strangers in a strange land? But 
if you read the verse properly, it 
becomes clear. We must read it: 
“In a land that is not theirs your 
children will always regard them- 
selves as strangers.’ And so it 
is with me. America is beautiful, 
free, friendly, and full of wealth. 
And I like it. Nonetheless, wher- 
ever I may be, I yearn for my 
own land.” 

Rabbi Friedman, incidentally, 
is opposed to the re-establishment 
of a Sanhedrin in Israel—one of 
the most burning issues in the 
Orthodox camp.
